Always that is 
greater in the spring and autumn times, 
when business and travel bring devout 
strangers to this altar. When this prayer- 
meeting was started, in 1857, on the verge 
ofthe great revival, it was a spontaneity, 
& consentaneous outburst of life from the 
pent-up souls of God's travailing people.

When a funny man sits down with pur- 

pose to write a funny book, the result is 

commonly sepulchral. Mr. Browne, who is 
foreordained to be amusing, escapes the 
usual penalty, and really makesus laugh 
with him, and not at him. In this book of 
four hundred octavo peges he tells a merry 
story of German experfgnces. Undoubtedly 
the story is a true one, though it is likely to 
be accepted as the jest of a Merry Andrew, 
rather than the veritable tale of a keen- 
sighted-traveler. Books like these dissipate 
the rosy vapors through which we see Ger- 
many, which to the most of us is a maze of 
Christmas angels, summer gardens, Arca- 
dian peasantry, dolored lights, ponbons, sen- 
timental lovers, positive philosophy, cathe- 
dral towns, Catholic music, betrothal break- 
fasts, and universities. Knowledge comes, 
and we behold a vapid life, often coarse, 
oftener narrow, limited, empty, immature. 

Chivalry lives only in legends. Women are 

degraded, and the race is therefore meager 

in spiritual and mental riches. In spirit 

Germany is still feudal. There are lords of 

the soil and vassals, and the poor find life a 

blunder. 

Such a civilization seems dreamy and un- 
real to us—a tradition, not an experience. 
And it is well to see the real issue of these 
Old World notions, and know them fer their 
worth. 

The slight thread of story on which are 
strung Mr. Browne’s experiences is not the 
least pleasant part of the book. The But- 
terfields—a California family—go to Ger- 
many to educate their children, tempted 
thither by the wiles of Mrs. Butterfield, who 
is convinced that Germany is the only iit 
school-room for American children. There 
they abide, after the manner of Germans, 
and with the instincts of Yankees. The 
book ends with a whirl through Algeria, 
and is altogether delightful, gossiping, and 
friendly.

THE UNIVERSITY OF THE 
FUTURE. 
EDITORIAL CORRESPONDENCE. 
Ann Ansor, Mronigan. 

1 HAVE once again gone through college; 
that is, [have spent three delightful days 
at the University of Michigan. And, in re- 
turn for my hospitable welcome within its 
walls, I want to propose a revolution in the 
institution. 

A new idea has oftentimes its worst ene- 
mies among those who ought to be its best 
friends. I do not know whether I am 
speaking the voice of the actual majority of 
the university, or not; but I am speaking 
the voice of common sense, and of impar- 
tial justice, when I say that this institution 
—the noblest in the West—the rival of 
Harvard and Yale—ought to be immediate- 
ly put in harmony with the progress of the 
age, by admitting to its classes not only the 
sons, but the daughters, of the West. 

It is idle, perhaps, to ask Yale and Har- 
vard to swing open their rnsty gates on 
equal terms to the Psalmist’s “ young men 
and maidens.” Those colleges—noble and 
venerated !—were built on the decaying 
models of the past. But the University of 
Michigan is young—not yet in its prime: 
it stands with gilded brow under the very 
dawn of promise: it hasno excuse for not 
comprehending the nineteenth century. 

I hold it to be the solemn duty of this 
great university to give the only just and 
generous decision possible to the question 
which is now exciting the thought of its 
faculty and its friends ; and that is, to throw 
open all its unrivaled facilities for educa- 
tion to women, as well as to men. 

AsI walked through its cloisters, from 
one department to another, out of one ugly 
building into another, and saw the many 
thousand volumes; the geological collec- 
tions, which won the praise of Prof. Agas- 
siz; the museum of stuffed birds and ani- 
mals; the finest array of medallions in the 


—mostly bad; the statuary—mostly good; 
the unexcelled astronomical instruments; 
the anatomical curiosities—to say nothing 
of twenty or thirty ghastly dead bodies, 
minced by surgeons’ knives in the dissect- 
ing-rooms; when I saw all this grand ap- 
paratus for many studies, costing half a mil- 
lion dollars of the public money,1 asked 
myself, “ Who can render a reason why, if 
young men are justly entitled to such a 
costly opportunity, young women can be 
justly denied it?” The state has no right 
to show such a partiality. 

Nor is the chief end of a university edu- 
cation possible to be reached by any of the 
‘gréat existing universities ; for the chief end 
ought to be the attainment of that beautiful 
refinement of mind which can come only 
from the education of both sexes out of the 
aame book, in the same class, and under the 
game roof. 

Many of the smaller colleges, particularly 
of the West—such as Cornell, in Iowa, under 
Dr. King; and Olivet, in Michigan, under 
Pres. Morrison—have adopted this plan, 
with the happiest success. It is Nature’s 
plan. It is the educational plan of the fu- 
ture. Existing seminaries, if they expect to 
live long in the land; must conform to the 
new dispensation. The world is growing 
wiser. It begins to respect woman as it re- 
spects man. In the near future, all institu- 
tions of learning, everywhere, will be found- 
ed on the equality of the sexes. 

Pre-eminent above all others to-day, the 
University of Michigan ought to be the 
leader of the new movement. Dr. Haven, 
the able president, a man of fine fiber and 

generous pulse, publicly committed himself 
to the true theory years ago. And I happen 
to know that many of the leading profess- 
ors, even including the law department, 
would devoutly welcome the new order of 
things. The beneficent change could be 
wrought as gently and happily as the sun- 
shine works the unfolding of a flower. 

Isay nothing here of an increased en- 
flowment—nothing of any proposed new 
uildings—nothing of a much-needed pub- 
lic hall; but I respectfully commend to the 
legislature of Michigan the important 
question of throwing open the greatest 
university of the West to the daughters, as 
well as the sons, of the citizens who sup-

the city. Voorhies, with Andrew John- 

son’s encouraging telegram in his hand, 

confederated with Monroe, who had An- 

drew Johnson’s pardon in his pocket, and 

Monroe organized a large special police, 

mostly ex-rebel soldiers, and, arming them 

with clubs, knives, and revolvers, let them 

loose upon the unoffending convention and 

the unresisting negroes. From the commit- 

tee’s calm record of the cruelties, the brutal- 

ities of: these inflamed demons one turns 
with sigkening disgust. We have no heart 
to dwell upon the clubbings and stabbings 

with bludgeons and knives; the deliberate 

killings and maimings by revolvers fired 

through the windows of the hall of the con- 

vention, upon its stairs, into its chamber, 

and in the street in its front; the admission 

of the police into the hall, waving a flag of 

truce, after a parley in which they had 

solemnly promised protection to its mem- 

bers if allowed to enter, and then, being in, 

coolly forming in line under their chief, and 

emptying their revolvers upon the unarmed 

members and spectators, shouting, “ We'll 
protect you, you d—d sons of b—es,” 

“ None of you shall get out alive, G@—d d—n 

you ;” the cleaving down with clubs, and the 

sending of bullets through the breasts of 
spectators in the building, while on 

their knees begging to be let out; the shoot- 

ing of the amiable Horton, who had 

opened the convention with prayer, a 

policeman firing upon him as he waved his 

white handkerchief and declared that they 

would all surrender; the thrusting of knives 
between the ribs of unoffending negroes in 

the streets, and the gashing of the faces of 
dying men as they lay in their biood in the

This 
bill passed the House by a large majority. 
It was a purely military measure. On Sun- 
day morning the Senate passed the bill, but 
with a vitally important additional section, 
which radically changes its character, by 
providing for the ultimate reconstruction of 
the states on a civil basis. Whether the 
bill as amended can pass the House re- 
mains to be seen. Or, if it does pass, 
whether it will be by a majority sufficient 
to override the veto is doubtful. Or, 
whether the President will veto it is» 
strange to say, uncertain. We presume 
this combined military and civil measure 
-will be treated as a substitute for the two 
bills of the New Orleans and the Recon- 
struction Committees, which simultaneous. 
ly passed the House last week. As we 
write, the whole subject of reconstruction 
is passing the ordeal of congressional ac- 
tion. 

Though a long stride in the right direc- 
tion, the measure, as it passed the Senate, is 
not all that could be desired. It secures the 
right of the freedmen to the elective fran- 
chise only while the rebel states are in a 
quast territorial condition. The friends of 
the negro will never rest satisfied with any 
scheme that does not place that right be- 
yond contingency. They demand thatit be 
incorporated into the Federal Constitution. 
The bill vests the appointment of the com- 
manding generals of the districts solely with 
the President. There have been ominous 
outgivings that Mr. Johnson, alarmed at the 
cry for “impeachment” and the near ap- 
proach of the Fortieth Congress, is trying to 
make terms with the Radicals by “ meeting 
them half way.” We warn our friends to 
beware of the baffled demagogue of Ten- 
nessee.. Not insisting here that his repeated 
treachery to those who elevated him to office 
stamps him as utterly untrustworthy, we 
do say that the official who would go back- 
ward from his word as Andrew Johnson did 
from his pledge to Senator Trumbull re- 
specting the Freedmen’s Bureau bill is a 
“Shyster,” whose word no prudent man 
should for a moment trust. George III. once 
deceived his minister, the elder Pitt. Under 
a severe pressure, the king went backward 
from his royal word. Never afterward did 
Pitt trust him; and, knowing this, whenever 
he fixed his eye upon him, his majesty re- 
coiled before its eagle glance. The historic 
incident does not quite meet the case; for 
we have no Pitts in Congress, and George 
IIL was a gentleman, never deserted his 
friends, and very rarely lied. But, if such 
leaders as we happen to have will follow 
the example of the great Commoner, they 
will not go far astray. 

The Republican party is in a perilous 
position in regard to the subject of recon- 
struction. Let it take heed lest it wreck it 
upon the shoals of presidential aspirants, or 
sacrifice it to the rivalries and jealousies of 
congressional leaders. The recent course of 
certain Radicals in the House gives ground 
for the suspicion that they are either currying 
favor with the President to get some office, 
or are unwilling that any plan should suc- 
ceed unless it emanates from their minds. 
The people have their eyes upon these 
troublesome gentlemen, and will sink the 
brand of disapprobation into their foreheads 
assoon as they perceive that they are im- 
pelled by ambition or personal piques, 
rather than inspired by principle and a 
broad patriotism. We assure the leaders of 
the outgoing and the incoming Congress 
that the country expects them to adopt a 
policy, and prove themselves competent to 
carry it into successful operation. Robert 
Walpole guided the affairs of England with 
unparalleled skill for a quarter of a century. 
Yet he was the most corrupt minister that 
ever lived. But when his band relaxed, 
and he became feeble as well as corrupt, the 
people of England drove him from the helm, 
and summoned “the pilot that weathered 
the storm.”

Five years. ago there was 
scarcely 8 breathing against royalty. Now 
the heir of the throne and his brother Al- 
fred stand conspicuously on the route of the 
procession, and are not saluted with a cheer, 
while the American embassy is hailed with 
& universal doffing of caps and nine tre- 
mendous cheers. How the crown must 
have shook at that recognition of the power 
of late despised and still dreaded America, 

The mottoes were more significant, if 
possible, than that silence and those cheers. 
Along the host waved such banners as 
these: “Liberty, Equality, Fraternity,” 
the soul of the French uprising, the soul of 
humanity's future. “Serfdom is Infamous.” 
“The Voice of the People cannot be Op- 
posed with Safety ;” Sydney’s great war- 
cry, “ Resistance to Tyrants is Obedience to 
God ;” America’s Revolutionary slogan, 
“Taxation without Representation is Tyr- 
anny ;” the famous saying of Cromwell, 
showing that his spirit pervaded the hour, 
“Trust in God and Keep your Powder 
Dry ;” and what may yet prove their own 
greater motto, “ Liberty to those who Dare 
Demand it.” Such words burn to the very 
marrow of the British policy, and will con- 
sume the whole system of rank and oppres- 
sion like a parched scroll. 

John Stuart Mill, Gladstone, and Bright 
the great, welcome a procession armed with 
such words as these, and respond with 
quieter but not less determined declarations. 
Goldwin Smith, in his address on Pym and 
the Cromwell men, wins the praises and the 
wrath of the Tories and the premier. The 
latter opens Parliament with calling him 
“the wild man”—a fit name for a renegade 
Jew to give toa Saxon of Saxons. He is 
simply teaching the people the names of 
their true ancestors—the sit Britons that 
came fom the ruled the 
people for the people; His discourse 
Joins itself to these . demonstrations 
and to John Bright’s declarations, stamping 
the movement with the most American 
character. It will not rest till manhood 
suffrage and manhood sovereignty govern 
England.

Tr is said of Daniel Webster, that when 
@ young lawyer was expressing to him some 
solicitude at the crowded appearance of the 
profession, he comforted the beginner by 
the assurance that there was “always room 
higher up.” That is, while there was al- 
ways an overplus of poor lawyers, there 
never were too many good ones. 

The saying is applicable to all the occu- 
pations of men, and still more so to those of 
women. While deploring the injustice 
often shown to women in the matter of pay, 
it is important for every young girl to re- 
member that the better she justifies herself, 
and the higher she gets, the less inequality 
she will encounter. In the highest walks 
there is no inequality at all. Among au- 
thors, artists, musicians, lecturers, and the 
like, there is absolutely no difference be- 
tween the pay of a man and of the 
woman--at least, sbove a certain grade.

Thus, Mrs. Stowe was at one time paid 
more per page than any writer of the “ At- 
lantic ” staff. Anna Dickinson probably 
averages more compensation per lecture 
than any man now in the field. Ristori 
is certainly paid more than any malo 
actor. Rosa Bonheur and Harriet Hosmer 
probably obtain higher prices for their 
works than if they were men; certainly not 
less high. And these professions are’ not 
yet filled, and show no signs of being filled 
by women.

For these reasons the pay of assistants in 
our bigh schools is steadily ascending, and 
it is hard to get a good one, at any price, in 
the language department. We know of a 
committee which recently advertised for 
such @ teacher, in a New England city. 
Out of half a dozen applicants ,only one 
Proved at all competent. She was engaged 
at a salary of $750, which was soon raised, 
at her request, to $900. At that time there 
were three male teachers employed by the 
city. All had families to support ; all had far 
severer duties than hers; yet two out of the 
three had salaries less than hers. And this 
is only a specimen of what is going on all 
over New England. It is hard to tell what 
becomes of the really well-educated girls; 
it is certainly hard to get them for teachers 
in the high schools. 

One more instance, and we have done. 
Thousands of women are now employed as 
type-setters, a trade which has been open 
to them for thirty years. Yet it is very rare 
to find among these a good proof-reader. 
Itis a work commanding far higher pay, 
and demanding more thorough education, 
anda more accurate habitof mind. We 
know of one of the largest book-printing 
establishments in the country, famous all 
over the land, where the proprietors had 
tried in vain to find a really good proof- 
reader among their workwomen. They 
had almost given it up in despair, when a 
young lady of remarkably thorough and 
accurate education was recommended to 
them. She soon learned the business, and 
now receives as high wages as any man in 
their employ. 

We have not now space to go into the 
causes of this difficulty in getting first-class 
work from women. Some of the same diffi- 
culties lie in the way of obtaining it 
from men also. Then there is the absence 
or inferiority of collegiate education for 
women; and the low pay in the lower 
stages, which no doubt discourages many 
A greater drawback than any of these, in 
our judgment, is the fact that all young 
men, preparing themselves forany avoca- 
tion, expect to make it a means of support 
for life, and have therefore more induce- 
ment to thorough preparation than women, 
who only expect to make their own living 
in case of need, or until matrimony gives 
them other duties. In that invaluable but 
little-known book, “ Virginia Penny’s Cyclo- 
pedia of the Employments of American 
Women,” (Boston: Walker, Wise & Co.), 
this fact constantly appears, among her 
masses of statistics of all avocations. A 
young man must learn his business and 
stick to it, a woman may—that is the great 
difference. 

Beside all this, there is much injustice 
which ought to be cured, and against which 
Tse INDEPENDENT has always arrayed it- 
self. But for every young woman who has 
her own way to make in the world the 
motto should be,“ There is always room 
higher up.” 








MUSCULAR SENATORS. 


We made a few remarks 8 week or two 
since on the singular statement of Mr. Par- 
ton, in the North American Review, that 
human nature in New England was under- 
going a process of diminution. We have 
since seen a tabular statement of the physi- 
cal peculiarities of the present Senate of the 
United States, from which we extract the 
following facts in relation to the members 
of the present Senate who are of New Eng- 
land birth and education. Of twenty-one 
New Englanders in the Senate the average 
height is five feet eleven and a half inches, 


and a half avoirdupois, the girth around the 
chest thirty-eight and three-quarter inches, 
the size of the head twenty-three inches. 
These characteristics give no indications of 
the diminishing process spoken of by Mr. 
Parton, when compared with the average 
European, whose height is five feet, girth 
around the chest thirty-four inches, weight 
one hundred and forty-five avoirdupois, and 
size of head twenty-two inches. Senators 
may be said, however, to be exceptional 
men—as they are; but then in point of 
physical characteristics they represent the 
classes who are rather under than over the 
average standard. The tallest member of 
the present Senate is Cowan, of Pennsyl- 
vania; but after the fourth of March that 
lofty honor will belong to Stewart, of Ne- 
vada,who overtops Sumner by three-quarters 
of aninch. The heaviest member is Van 
Winkle, of Western Virginia, while the 
broadest chest belongs to Pomeroy, of Kan- 
sas, that sturdy radical measuring forty-four 
inches, and at the same time carrying upon 
his broad shoulders one of the biggest heads 
in the Senate. Grimes, Nesmith, Pomeroy, 
and Yan Winkle have heads which measure 
twenty-four inches. The smallest state in 
the Union sends as her senatorial representa- 
tive the smallest man; he is but five feet and 
pine-tenths of an inch in altitude, and weighs 
but one hundred and seventeen pounds all 
told. Thesenatorial heads havea remarkable 
uniformity of size, the largest measuring 
but twenty-four inches and the smallest but

BELIEVERS, THE TRUE TEMPLE 
OF GOD. 


BY REV. JNO. L. JENEINS. 


“Yu are the temple ef the living wod” 

Architecture as a science and fine art is the 
sole outgrowth of the religious sentiment. 
A cheap and simple tenement meet the 
ordinary wants of man ; but when he would 
give msthetic expression to an expansive 
Teligious affection, he summons the highest 
inspiration of genius to combine all the 
available elements of magnitude, grandeur, 
and beauty into a dwelling fit for the resi- 
dence of his divinity. 1t was thesame wor- 
shiping Mopulse, then, though variously 
educated and modified, that reared the tem- 
ples of Egypt, and the pagodas of India; 
that gave the Parthenon its birth of beauty, 
and lifted the dome of St. Peter's to the 
skies, The Gothic cathedral, with arch and 
spire and all its essential forms struggling 
heavenward, is but the attempted embodi- 
ment in material shapes of the spirit of 
adoration. All the sacred structures of the 
elder worship were based on the common 
idea of an indwelling Deity, who madethem 
his chosen and perpetual home. They all 
had their solemn recesses, their mysterious 
Holy of Holies. 

In the great truth here announced by 
Paul we see the immense development that 
had taken place in the divine plan, and in 
religious thought. The age of ritualistic 
performance had passed by. Everything 
material and ‘mechanical in religious wor- 
ship and life was now to be eliminated. 
Pious, meditative souls were no longer to be 
pupils and minors. Puerility of spiritual 
ideas and character was to give place to a 
robust and symmetrical maturity. Believ- 
ers became inhabitants of the heavenly city, 
and were brought into association with an 
innumerable company of angels, with the 
mediator of the new covenant, and with 
God the judge of all. When Fichte says 
that “man is the Isis-veil of Divinity,” he is 
highly praised; when Richter tells us that 
“ the true Shekinah is in man,” we wonder ; 
yet both of them have simply clothed the 
luminous idea of the great apostle in the 
garb of a mystical philosophy. God no 
longer dwells in temples made with hands. 
Christian life is the life of God in the soul. 
It is Christ in us the hope of glory. 

It is not to be supposed that a doctrine so 
sublime and wonderful as this is should be 
acceptable or even conceivable to those who 
limit their beliefs to the sphere of their five 
hard senses. Nor will it be any more wel- 
come to those who make boasted reason the 
enly trustworthy capacity of mind and ythe 
sole judge of truth in heaven and earth. 
Sense and reason need not be underrated; 
but man has higher and truer guides to his 
proper destination. Sense may constitute 
the coarse but strong foundation of the hu- 
man temple ; reason, with rule and plum- 
met, may square and poise its rising walls; 
but the spiritual nature alone can crown it 
with pediment and dome, erial spires, and 
“cloud-capt towers.” 

In approaching a subject like the present, 
we are trammeled by our sensuous, material 
modes of thinking. We have been taught 
in physical science that no two bodies can 
occupy the same place at the same time ;and 
80, by a very natural transfer of conceptions, 
we find it difficult to apprehend how God 
can reside in the human soul. But we have 
learned that one substance can interpene- 
trate another without destroying its constitu- 

“tion. Water permeates many other bodies. 
Air is interfused through water and nearly 
or quite all other aggregations of matter. 

Electricity penetrates all known substan- 
ees with its marvelous essence and energy. 
So far, then, as a prejudice against the possi- 
ble manifestation of God in the human 
mind has been derived from physical 

science, it is utterly unfounded. The anal- 
egy isin favor of that doctrine, rather than 
against it. 

In what manner and by what means the in- 
finite Father becomesa resident of the beliey- 
ing soul is hardly a proper question fordiscus- 
sion. The subject is mysterious, though not 
mystical. Yet there are some considerations 
which cast a few scattered rays of light upon 
the outskirts of this glorious mystery, and 
these may help our faith. We as yet know 
but little of the constitution of our own na- 
ture. Our consciousness has hardly pene- 
trated beneath the surface of our being. 
@ur deepest and most instructive experi- 

ences are only so many explorations of the 
tnknown heritage of mind and soul with 
which we are endowed.

WESTERN CORRESPONDENCE. 


Cuicaao, Feb. 11th, 1867. 
To THe Eprror oF THE INDEPENDENT: 

WE are glad to notice thata movement 
has been made in Congress ‘for the publica- 
tion of the results of the Survey of the Great 
Lakes. Inthe Lake Survey Office st De- 
troit a vast amount of most useful and im- 
portant information respecting these lakes 
lies hid and useless. It is tobe hoped that 
Congress will not fail to make the requisite 
appropriation to bring to the light and into 
service these treasures of science and ex- 
ploration. Among them are the records of 
Levi Burnell’s Anemograph, which the 
Government has set up at Cleveland, De- 
troit, and Milwaukee. By this ingenious 
apparatus the winds are made to record 
their changes both as to time and ‘direction, 
and the result of these accurate observations 
will be greatly to the advantage of sailors in 
indicating the weather. The instrument at 
Milwaukee, under the care of I. A. Lapham, 
LL.D., is reported as doing good work. Dr. 
Lapham was the discoverer of a regular 
lunar tide on Lake Michigan. It is s0 
small (only one tenth of a foot) as not to be 
detected except by close and continued ob- 
servation. The sudden rise and fall of the 
water of the lakes, as he maintains, is occa- 
sioned by high winds and storms. It is the 
wind that causes the water to flow in and 
out of the harbors, At Kenosha it is re- 
ported as very distinctly observable. There 
seems te be a constant current setting along 
this shore from north to south; but Dr. L. 
says that there are no perceptible currents 
in the lakes, except such as are caused by 
the winds. The mirage on the lakes, as 
elsewhere, is caused by refraction. I am 
finding that the winter scenery of the lake is 
exceedingly grand. The precipitous, cav-. 
ernous, and lofty bank of ice formed along 
the water’s edge, over the piers and break- 
water, gives us our “stern and rock-bound 
coast.” Not a few of these masses have 
been loosed from their moorings and have 
been floating about—our real icebergs, 
some of them rising many feet above the 
water. The ice-field now forms along the 
shore and for three miles out; then, after 
the boys have used it for a grand free skat-¢ 
ing-park, lying down to drink water from 
its outermost edge, it sails out béfore the 
west wind far into the lake, only to be 
driven back and piled in sublime confusion 
upon the shore. A few mornings since I 
saw ¢wo suns rising up out of the water, the 
reflected being so exactly the counterpart 
of the realin size and golden gleam that I 
could not for some minutes determine which 
of these glorious kings was to become the 
ruler of the day. At other times from the 
place of rising to the shore a beam of gold 
of the same breadth as the sun’s disk has 
stretched itself to the shore. One of my 
neighbors says that by the mirage he has 
seen & block of buildings in Michigan City, 
as Bunyan’s pilgrim saw afar off the Celes- 
tial City. A bank of sand which lies before 
the city prevents a sight of its whole front; 
but the cleft made by te river in entering 
the lake allows the narrow view. 

Chicago is diversifying its enterprise and 
investment by manufactures. The W. S. 
Clock and Brass Company, with a capital 
of $200,000, has been located six miles out 
upon the Galena Railroad. Already its fac- 
tories and residences make an imposing vil- 
yage, called Austin, from the proprietor, 
while a large number of houses are to be 
added during the next summer. Passing 
through the establishment, and seeing the 
raw material of copper, zinc, steel, lumber, 
and veneers worked up into clocks, it 
seemed to me that a chunk of Connecticut 
had been transplanted and set down upon 
our prairie; especially did this seem so 
when my escort was the veritable and ven- 
erable Chauncey Jerome, who devised the 
one-day brass clock, and many other im- 
provements, and who, from Connecticut, 
introduced his wares into nearly all the 
markets of the world, leading the way in 
this foreign trade. When fully under way, 
the company expects to make one hundred 
thousand clocks a year. Mr. Jerome’s pub- 
lished autobiography reveals the wondrous 
growth of this business, Another company, 
located in this city, has built extensive 
factories at Elgin, forty miles out, for the 
manufacture of watches, It is claimed 
that its machinery is such that it will turn 
out watches superior to those of the Wal- 
tham brand. Then another large establish- 
ment is just being opened within the city 
for the manufacture of silver-ware. Along 
the Fox, which is to become our Merri- 
mack, various kinds of factories are spring- 
ing up, for the making of paper, woollen 
goods, etc. Over the West this tendency is 
apparent to diversify industry, and so to 
avoid the uctuations of exclusively agri- 
cultural employment. Why should we 
raise the raw material and send it a thou- 
sand miles to a factory, and pay two freights 
and two prices for our articles of use? 
Such diversity will be a protection against 
the lowest depression of financial crises. 
The milk business at some points about us 
is becoming wonderful. “Elgin and Dundee 
during the last year sold 757,152 gallons of 
milk, nearly one-half of which was used by 
the Elgin Milk Condensing Company, which, 
besides its rivers of milk reduced to cans, 
has made in the year 840,079 pounds of 
cheese. The Chicago Medical Society, and 
a committee of its members, in the Medical 
Journal, commend this condensed milk for 
general use and for feeding children. 

The church in Paw-Paw township, Illi- 
nois, on the 8d inst., dedicated a house of 
worship, 34 by 48, costing $8,400, beauti- 





Several impreasive symbols are represented 
upon the windows within, but they are no 
paint-daube, The dedication sermon was 
preached by the pastor—Rev. J. P. Gulliver 
—from the text “Strength and beauty are in 
his sanctuary.” I was not in town to hear it, 
but it is spoken of by those who were pres- 
ent as an exceedingly appropriate and 
elevating discourse. Its allusions to the 
three memorial stones were of exquisite fit- 
ness. It was so fresh and apposite, 80 
strong in its doetrinal character, that the 
church will do well to make it a memorial 
by putting it into print. ‘Yesterday the 
Congregational church of Harvard, IL, was 
dedicated. This has been a missionary en- 
terprise of great importance, but one of that 
stern encounter which developes strength. 
It is another monument to the wisdom and 
beneficence of the Church-building Congre- 
gational Union. Mr. T. C. Easton, lately of 
New England, is the minister. The church 
has now before it a large and promising 
field.

On the 6th inst. a Congregational church, 
of seventy-seven members, was, by council, in- 
stituted im Springfield, Ill. Dr. Post, of St 
Louis, preached wpon the Mastership of 
Christ and the Brotherhood of Man. It was 
fitting, he said, that a church formed upon 
this principle should be located in Spring- 
field, where slept the martyr-apostle of 
brotherhood. This was a passage which 
Dr. Haven might draw upon for another 
illustration of the “ province of imagination 
in sacred oratory.” Pres. Sturtevant made 
the address, giving two points—our affirma- 
tion, our negation—which were, the Gospel, 
and nothing but the Gogpel. The moder- 
ator, Dr. E. Beecher, propounded the con- 
fession and covenant, and offered the prayer 
of constitution. Rev. Mr. Chamberlain 
gave the right hand. I have rarely attended 
& more impressive service. Rev. T. T. 
Waterman, of Monroe, Conn., has been by 
invitation giving attention to the interests 
of the new movement, preaching with 
youthful fervor, though his head is snowy 
white. His church has kindly released him 
for a short time, that he might do this work. 
On the Sabbath after its opening the Sab- 
bath-school had one hundred and fifty pu- 
pils and teachers. Most of these members 
came from the 2d Presbyterian church. 

On the last day of January, Rev. 8. G. 
Wright was by council installed over the 
Congregational church of Neponset, ll. A 
series of union meetings is now in progress 
there. Some fifteen or twenty conversions 
are counted. Rev. E. P. Ingersoll, of San- 
dusky, O., is called to the Vine-st. Congrega- 
tional church of Cincinnati; Rev. L. B. Lane, 
of Wellington, O., receives a gift of $200, be- 
sides other truck; Rev. 8. Penfield, Nora, 
IIL, $81; Rev. E. N. Lewis, Ottawa, $200, 
besides having his salary raised from $1,200 
to $1,500; Rev. C. H. Richards, of Kokomo, 
Ind., is called to Madison, Wis.; Rev. C. W. 
Fay is the superintendent of the Reform 
School at Lansing, Mich.; Rev. Mr. Reed 
goes from El Paso, Ill.,to Hudson, Mich. 
The Congregational church of Sedalia, Mo., 
is nearly finished. A new Congregational 
church was organized at Syracuse, Mo., 
lately ; and on yesterday another was to 
have been formed at Pleasant Hill, sixty 
miles west of Sedalia, on the Pacific R. R., 
under Rey. Aaron Brown. 

The dedication at Mona, IIl., has been fol- 
lowed by a precious work of grace. At 
Colchester a revival is going on among the 
coal-miners—one hundred and thirty of 
whom have espoused Christ. At Platte- 
ville, Wis., some fifty are hoping in Jesus, 
in connection with the Congregational 
church. The Lorain County paper says that 
for many years no such religious awaken- 
ng has been seen in Oberlin. i 
ney is the central worker and preacher, bu 
the movement is characterized by the effi- 
ciency of lay-labor. On the last Sabbath 
several hundred persons came forward to 
consecrate themselves to Christ, filling half 
the floor of the vast edifice. Hopkinr, 
Mich., has also a spiritual work. Mr. D. 
L. Moody, president of the Chicago Young 
Men’s Christian Association, goes at once 
to London, to accompany his wife, who is 
in infirm health. He hopes to induce Mr. 
Spurgeon to come and visit America.

ILL TO RB-BSTABLISH CIVIL GOVERNMENT IN 
LOUISIANA. 

In the House, an Monday, Mr. Eliot, of the 
Committee of Investigation on the New Or- 
leans Riots, in connection with the sopect of 
that committee, presented a bill providing for 

re-establishment of civil government in 
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eae many which was ordered a third read- 
The bill provides that the President, 

with the conn of the Senate, shall appoint a 
Joyal governor for Louisiana, who shall bold 
ce for one year; and also a provisional 
council of nine persons, who shall, with the 
overnor, exercise all legislative power. All 
fficers chosen by the governor and council 
shall be loyal men, who can take the test-oath. 
On June ist, 1867, all male citizens of 21 years 
of age, without distinction of race or color, 
Seving resided in the state one year and bav- 
{ng never voluntarily aided the rebellion, shall 
have the right to vote for a governor, state 
officers, and members of the legislature. In 
October next the same electors sball hold an 
election for members to a convention to frame 
a state constitution, which shall permit no 
flistinction of race or color, shall prohibit the 
yment of all debts contracted for the rebel- 
= and shall “po the pupees union 
of the states. All elections shall regulated 
by orders from the Secretary of War. The 
President shall appoint a military commander 
for the state, whose duty it shall be to enforce 
all laws neglected by the civil authorities. 
Laws by the provisional council, to be 
valid, must be approved by Congress; and, 
antil the state shall be admitted to representa- 
.tton in Congfess, a delegate, properly quali- 
fied, shall be admitted, who shall have equal 
rights in that body with delegates from terri- 
tories. On Tuesday the bill again came up, 
and after debate was passed—yeas 113, nays

. BILL TO PROVIDE A MILITARY GOVERNMENT 
FOR THE SOUTHERN STATES. 
In the House Mr. Stevens’s bill to provide a

was taken up and debated. Mr. Stevens 
moved the previous question; but the House 
refused to sustain him. A motion to lay the 
, bill and all the amendments on the table was 
disagreed to. The question recurring on its 
reference to the Judiclary Committee, Mr. 
Stevens made an impressive appeal for the 
_ passage of the bill. In the proposition to refer 
was included an amendment offered by Mr. 
« Blaine, to the effect that whenever a state 
. shall have declared in favor of the Constitu- 
‘ tional Amendment and impartial suttrage it 
. shall be relieved of military restraint. The 
motion to refer was lost, and the bill was then 
, passed—yeas 109, nays 55. > 
The bill was debated in the Senate, the 
a being on Mr. Blaine’s amendment. 
‘ Mr. Sherman offered a substitute for the bill, 
« eombining the essential features of the orig- 
inal bill and of the Blaine amendment, which, 
after a lengthy debate, was adopted—yeas 29, 
aya i0, The bill now goes back to the House 
for its concurrence. 
The provisions of the substitute are that 
the .states lately in rebellion shall be di- 
vided into five military districts and be made 
subject to the military authority of the United 
States; that the President shall appoint to 
each district an officer of the army not below 
the rank of brigadier-general, and shall detail 
a sufficient military force to enable him to en- 
force his.authority ; that it shall be the duty 
of such officers to protect all persons in their 
rights of person and property, to preserve the 
, and punish all offenders; and that when 
people of any one of the rebel states shall 
bave formed a constitution in conformity with 
the Constitution of the United States, framed 
by a convention of delegates chosen by all the 
maale citizens of the state of legal age, of what- 
ever race, color, or previous condition, except 
those diefganchised for participation in the re- 
beilion er for felony at common law, and when 
such constitution shall have been ratified by a 
majority of the people voting and approved by 
Congress, and the state shall have adopted the 
Constitutional Amendment, she shall be en- 
titled to representation in Congress, and her 
senators and representatives shall be admitted 
tothat body on their taking the oath pre- 
scribed by law.

Tne market is well supplied, and loans 
on good securities are making at 6 a 7 per 
cent., exacting however large margins, in fear 
ofa fall in value. There appears a tendency 
to greater ease—the supply increasing and 


demand abating. Gold appears firm at 1363 
to 187 per cent.; and foreign oven is 
quiet. Rates aresteady. Sixty-day bankers’ 
sterling are 1084 per cent. in gold. All U. 8. 
securities are strong and in steady demand ; 
but the stock market generally is much ex- 
cited. A feverish spirit exists and prices 
are very unsteady, notwithstanding the 
adoption of the non-contraction policy fa- 
vored by Congress. The export of gold is 
small, and our imports of merchandise are 
very light. The value ofall imports since 
January ist amounts to $30,664,938, against 
$41,986,473 in the similar part of last year, 
a great falling off. The feeling of caution 
prevails in all business circles, and is indic- 
ative of a much wholesomer feeling than 
prevailed in 1866, when credits were too 
freely given and stimulated, leading to an 
overstock of goods throughout the country 
and to some failures. ith a conservative 
spirit, the future of the market and the con- 
dition of the country looks very promising ; 
but Wall-street speculations need to be kept 
in check. A Government policy that shall 
neither unduly hasten any contraction of the 
currency and not at all increase the present 
inflation will be found to have more conser- 
vative influence on the market, and on the 
general financial condition of the country 
at large, than any thing else. No sudden 
centraction and no reactionary step back- 
ward toward increased inflation is safe or 
wanted.
